COMMENT SOUGHT ON MOBI PCS, INC. AND CRICKET COMMUNICATIONS, INC.
REQUEST REGARDING COMPETITIVE ELIGIBLE TELECOMMUNICATIONS CARRIER
RULES

On May 29, 2009, Mobi PCS, Inc. and Cricket Communications, Inc. filed a petition requesting
that the Commission provide guidance to the Universal Service Administrative Company (USAC)
regarding permissible implementations of section 54.307(b) of the Commission’s rules.' Section
54.307(b) provides that when reporting the number of lines it serves, a competitive eligible
telecommunications carrier (ETC) providing mobile wireless service in an incumbent local exchange
carrier’s (LEC) service area shall use the customer’s billing address to identify the customer’s service
area location.” The petitioners request that the Commission issue guidance on how competitive ETCs
should determine the customer’s service area location pursuant to section 54.307(b) when a customer’s
billing address contains a post office box rather than a street address.’

Interested parties may file comments on or before August 20, 2009, and reply comments on or
before September 4, 2009. All pleadings are to reference WC Docket No. 05-337. Comments may be
filed using the Commission’s Electronic Comment Filing System (ECFS), or by filing paper copies.”
